The Wilder case has much In common 
with Incidents thnt hnvo been reported In 
Magic Vnlloy nnd elsewhere. Sketchy 
news reports outlined how tho injured 
youth and two companions were sealed in 
n carat n drive-iti restmirant when "four 
or five" young men drove \ip antl ordered 
them out of town "In three minutes." 
TJds sort of nrrognnt, overbearing con- 
duct shouldn't bo condoned by anyone, 
Just for tho record, It's a free, country 
nnd nb.sohitoly nn one— including police 
— hns tho riflht to order anymHi, out of anj: 
community. 

11*8 unthlnknblo that overbonrlng bul- 
lies can mouth such ttirenis for any of li 
number of reasons thnt nrcn't valid. Anv 
Inw-hblding cltlien is entitled to fail 
protoctlon of tho Inw nnd certainly shtHiid 
lint hesitato to report such inctdent.-J lo 
the proper nuthorltles. Furthermore, no 
one should hoRitiite 'to sign a complaint 
- ngnlnst nny porRon-v/ho -throntons him 
In a similar incident. Police wiio may bo 
■ contacted in fiiich cnses should remember 
they are awovn to uphold law nnd order, 
not dismiss such threats as *'kid stuff." 

There nro other (actors of these In- 
cidents of violence thnt warrant sumo at- 
tention. Some are known to hnvo been 
nimost Invited by the provocative nttl- 
. tudoB of youngstors whb become the ob- 
ject of violence. Provocation Is equally 
ns reprehensible ns the violence that en- 
sues. Mnny- incidents of violence haven't 
been reported either bV Voungsiers or 
their parents for fear of reprisal. In a 
free country with supposedly ndequnte 
law enforcon^ont fucllitles and 'personnel, 
noVohe should feel he has to live under a 
curtain of fear. It's high time to give the 
full light of publicity tb this tendency to 
vlolencft and ellmlrtalo it onco nnd for 
all. I
